FALL WORK FOR THE STOCK.

What Proportion Bhould Be Kept
and What Marketed.

CORN IS NOT OUT OF DANGER.

Bome Sectione Injured by Bad Grow-
ing Weather—Plum Raising In
Nebraskan—~Dalry Cattle Dis-
eases—I'arm Notes,

Fall Wark for Stock.

With eattle and hogs at this time one
of the most important 1tema Lo deter-
mine is how muny it will be bostto
keep and what shall be marketed, says
the American Agriculturist.

With the run of a good pasture and a
very little extra feeding stock ought to
be in o good condition, 50 much so that
n few weeks of heavy feeding on
grain will fit them for market. If thers
is plenty of feed the better plan is to
fatten on the farm before marketing.
But it is only in exeeptional cases that
the farmer ean muke it profitable to
purchnse feed to give to fnttening stock
and if the supply of feed is not sullicient
to feed all the stock that are suffieiently
matured, and at the same tune keep
whut stock it is considered best to win-
ter in a good, thrifty condition, the bet-
ter plan will be to sell while they nre in
a good condition rendy to Iutten,

1t is often the case that at this time
good stock that are in a good condition
can be sold to a boetler ndvantage now
than later unless they can be fattencd,

With hogs all that onn be futtenod
should be marketed. as it does not pay
to winter nny more hogs that can be
helped and the necessary breeding stock
with the Sm”}f 1gs is all that should
be wintered, nd for these a good, dry
shelter ghould bhe provided. As with
feed it i8 mnot a good plun to
attempt to winter uny more stock than
can be completely sheltered. To at-
wempt to maintain animal heat by feed-
ing grain increases the cost too much,
Cull out all thut are to be [attened for
market and commence feeding ourly.

A gain can be secured at a much less
coel now than later. Usually the bettor
plan of commencing to fatten is to grad-
ually inciease the rations every duy
until they are given all they vill eat up
clean. After they are put on full feed
they should be given ulli)they will ent,
To give more thun this is a waste and
less than this isa loss. Market us soon
as thoy are ready, ns afterstock reaches
A cortain stuge it will cost considerable
more for every pound of gain than be-
fore.

Another item that should be lookad af-
ter now is shelter. Thisshould be pre-
pared inadvance rather than to wait un-

til it is actually needed. This
18 one item of farm  work
that should alwanys be done in uad-
vance., The prineipal items aae conve-

nience,warmth and dryness. The pluce
selected should be where good drainage
can be given, and then with o tight roof
the stock can be kept dey. In the pig
pens provide a good tight Noor to feed
grain upon, and a good trough for wa-
ter andslops. The eattle should have a
ood tight manger for feeding bay and
odader, and tight boxes for bran and
grain.

Ou the majority of farms it will pay to
have a feed mill for grinding the grain
and n cutting box for cutting all the
roughness, The feed meal, as well as
the different combinations that it is
possible to make, will make the invest-
ment profitabie.

It is nlways an item to seenre the best
gain at the lowest possible cost,and this
can be done by grading and cutting the
feed und combining 50 as to wmake up
complete rutions,

Lay in a supply of bedding not only to
incrense the comfort of the stock but
also to increase the gquantity of manure,
It is something difticult to secure dry
bedding during the winter, unless it is
geoured in the fall and stored away. A
sufficient quantity should always be
used to keep the stock clean, and o ub-
sorb all the liquld vouding.

Il more breeding stock is needed, and
especlally with the hogs, now is & good
time to secure it, some time in advance
of when it will be neceded, so that they
will have time to recover from the ef-
focts of shipping and the change in
their managemont.

Corn Not Out of Danger.

There hns been a good deal of solici-
tude among the business men, railronds,
bankers, ete., for two weeks concerning
the coru crop. The general feeling
was that it was in serious danger from
frost. The hot dry weather of the last
half of August has changed this, and
the ery now is that there is great dan-
rep of drouth., There i8 some ground
or this alurm, says the Jowan Home-
stead. While the weather has been just
right for corn in all parts of the coun-
try where the June weather was dry
and thera were timely showers in July,
it has not been right for sections hav-
ing a wet June. Hence the entire
country from southern Kansas through
to Ohio has been called upon to stund
a very severe lest, and we have no
doubt that the ecrop is cut short. The
reports from the vurious counties in
southern lowa, from Marion to Lee, as

iven to the signal service station at

es Moines, indicnte that the corn is
guffering, and treavelers wll us thut
much of it is *firing.” This indicntes
dunger that cannot be repaired, 'The
country in lowa north of the Illinois
Centenl is likewise suffering, except
the counties west of the divide, East-
ern lowa is suffering worse than in the
wost,  In centenl western lown the corn
is 01l that could be desired, The offi-
cer in charge of the lown service sums
up the situation August 81 as follows:

Early planting and well tilled corn s rap-
fdly maturing aod dolng well, Some flelds
are already out of dupger of dawage by
frosts, and the bulk of the crop will be well
matured by September 15, The dry wenther
bas undoubtediy reduced the total yield of
corn 15 percent below the estimate made at
the first of the month; but the crop will be
ample, ;

Reports from other states show that
conditions are less favorable in general
than in lowa, and all indications now

unt to i erop not in excess of lust vear,
i, indeed, it equals it. There is no
peed for farmers o borrow trouble over
the supposed fnct that there will be no
gale for the crops. We are wot yol to
be drowned in our sweetness,

Plums for Nebraska.

Much interest in this fruit has been
swakoned recently by the appearance
of California and southern plums in our
markets and by fine crops here and
there of such standard native plums as
Wild Goose, Forest Garden and Miner,

Il are ready to nsk “what shall I

lant?” So fur all of the foreign plums
end prunes have given but little return,
Occasionally & tree of Green Gage, Yel-
low Egg, Germon prune, Blue Damson,
I.Almbuni or Smith’s Orleans may give a
pjce showing of fruit and that is the end
of ls. It muy be sald truthfully of all
this cluss, the wees are Wwo tender, the
lrult is oo much affecied by the curcu-
io o be of moy practical value to the
plaster. We must look w0 the uustive
Awmerican plums for profitable returns
unless some new race of plums is iutre-
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dueed that is better ndapted o our oli-
mato than those namod, says the Ne-
braska Farmer.

There 18 a large class of native Amer-
fean plums now presonted for our trial.

Ono of the difficult things i= o select
the best from among the many, a8 all
huve some good characteristios, at lenst
for certnin loenlities. The Wild Goose
is an old variety; its quabity is very
good for n desert fruit, or for immedi-
nte use, but is very juicy and soft for
eanting or ‘preserving in any form.
Frult isa light cherty red with very
grmnll white dots, slightly oblong, from
one Lo one nnd one-eighth inches in di-
ameter and very showy. It ripens at
Lincoln from the 25th of July to August
10, The worst defect is that it is a shy
hearer.

Mavianna deserves to he maentioned,
althovgh now and not fairly establisned
on its own merits in Nebraska, [tisa
sandling of tho Wild Goose, is like the
Pottawattamie in leal and twig: feuit is
similae in appenrancennd ql.m!lt_\‘ tothe
ahove, but not quite so large. It ripens
atl the same time.

The Forest Garden is a native of
Council Bluffs, Ttis a smnall growing
tron, but an early and profuse bearer.
The fruit is not quite so largs ns the
Wild Goose, firm and of good quality.
Would suit many botter than the for-
mer. It is a greenish yellow plum
with a shading of red. Ripens from
the 10th to the 15th of August,

The Pottawatamie is an old plum that
has come to the front by its merits and
the efforts of enterprising men. It
was brought to Macedocin, Potta-
winttamie county, Ia., long veurs ngo by
Wm. Miles, who enme from Illinois. It
is probably a secdling of the Wild Goosa,
as the twig and leafis much like itonly
much finer. The fruit is also very sim-
ilar to it, n little harder, nearly round,
of firmer Nesh nnd better quality with a
perceptible peach flavor when  just
right, Skinis very thin and stem long
andvery slender, A good earlv bearer.
It ripens the latter part of August,

The trae found in a plum orchard in
Council Bluffs by Mr. Rice, and from
which this variety has been mainly sup-

Jlied probubly came from Mr. Miles?
arm near Mecedonia or from Illinois.
I procured this variety first in 1881 by
getting sprouts from Mr. Miles,

The DeSoto is from northern Wiscon-
gin, it ripens with the lnst named viri-
oty and is about the saume size and
form, but very firm meated, of the best
quality, dark” cherry red, and an early

and profuse bearvr. 'Treea moderate
grower,
Wolf: This is a native of southenst-

ern Towa. It is larger than the Wild
Goose, perfectly round, very firm, with
a very thick skin, quality much like
the Forest Garden or Miner. It isa
grower and un immense and very regu-
lur bearer. It ripens with the Potta-
wallamie.

Miner; Is a native of southwestern
Wisconsin, It was the first of this list
brought to the attention of fruit men.
It is only a shade smaller thun the
Wild Goose, of the same shane, a dark
cherry red, similur in quality to several
of this list, Firm meated, a strong
prowor, rether slow in coming into
bearing, and usually bears much better
when planted in close proximitly to
other varieties, With age it bears im-
mense crops. It ripens all through the
month of September. It is often culled
Wild Goose, but may be readily dis-
tinguished from thut variety by its
time of ripening. Itis one of thoe best
for all purposes.

The nbove list areall valuable. hardy
and reliable; ought to be plantad liber-
ally as they succeed where apples will
not, and bear much sooncr than apples.
They are very superior to the ordinary
wild plums in all respects. They are
freo from bitterness of skin and will
suit everybody.

Disease Among Dairy Cattle.

The natural condition of men and ani-
muals is health; tho abnormal condition
is disease. Yet, strange to say, where
we find one mun earnestly secking infor-
mation how to best maintain the health
of his animals, we find ten inquiring
how to cure disease incident to bad
surroundings and bad mangemeont, as if
disease were inevitable and remedies
our own salvation. Hygienie conditions
are of far more importance than reme-
dies—indeed restoring these is often all
the remedies—indeed restoring these
iz often all the remedy needed: and if
duirymen would put all their energies
of mind into the effort to provide and

maintain  all the conditions peces-
sary to the health of their
stock and let any incidental dis-

ease generully have its course, it would
be movpey in their pockets. With good
cows to begin with, good food, good
shelter, clean surroundings, and plenty
of clean water and pure air, they might
safely defy all ordinury disenses, and
leave physic to the dogs. There are
certain things incident to maternity
that should be carefully provided Jor
and the animal treated . accordinfly,
writes T. D. C. in the Nebraslka Parmer,
Mnny of the troubles with the udder
have their foundation lald when the cow
is dried off, Great eare should bhe tu-
ken, therefore, that no inllnmmation or
obstruction, caused by the fuilure of ab-
gsorption of the lingering secretions of
milk, is permitted to come on with its
painful after consequences. Study in
every way to preserve the health of
your cows and you will have little cause
to seek remedies for disease. Do not
expect them to muintain perfect health
in an atmosphere in which you could
not live yourself with entire safety.

A Mule Has a Caolt.

Commissioner Dyer a mare mule that
has been about the pluce foaled a colt,
says the Cheyenne Leader. The pro-
geny is now nbouta week old, seoms
healthy and will doubtless live. It isa
pinto in color and has the outward
shysical charncteristies of the mule,
U'ke mother is very proud and cares for
the colt properly. A Norman stallion
is the sire. This is the first instance in
Wyoming of & mulo fonling and bas
attracted the attontion of the ranchmen
in the Bear creck country.

A gentleman who knows about all
worth knowing on the subject of horse
breeding says thut one other mare mule
has fonled since tho world begun, This
animal is in the zoological garden at
Paris and has twice become a mother.

Noxt month Inwn grass seeds may be
sown for the spring crop of lawn girass,
Spade the ground well and rake the
seed in, but cover very lightly.

As soon ns the sweet corn hecomes too
hard for family use the stalks should be
cut down, as the fodder is then in the
hest possible condition for stock.

In saving tomnto sead select the Inrg-
est, emoothest and ripest specimens,
and reject all that are not solid By so
doing they will improve in quality each
BONEON.

Do not store beota, carrots and pars-
nips until the weather becomes quite
cool. All root crops cin endure aslight
frost, and keop best when storea late in
the season.

It costs less to raise n colt than may
he supposed, The colfjrequires attention,
however, us 1t must be curried and prop-
erly stabled, but with plenty of pasture
but little other food is required, except
an allownnce of geain t]:li\‘\'. It well-
bred the colt should bring a good price
when throe yenrs old,

The silo hins brougit now revelations
to us and given us o value in fodder
corn that wa have never had  before;
nt least, it has called our attention w it
in n way thut we have never had it
called to us before, so that wo have now
begun to muke n study of fodder corn,
and what it may do for us in the way of
giving us cheaper and better rations for
eattle.

flour. The oxport movomont Is not what it
stould be, though high ovann freights may
explain why the property does not go ont as
ranidly as could be desired. In the wost tho
inereass in the movemeant of both spring and
winter wheat s foreshadowed., Farmers'
deliveries in the northwest are  fras, but
wheat does nut come to the front. Very faw

mills can report an accamulation of cash
whicat atioad of the grindinga to soy extent,
and the popular feeling in the northwest is
far from bearish. Young and others got dis.
patches from the far northwest thiut Manitoba
elevatoras had marked up the price of wheat
in that provirce Se per bushel.,  This was
such an  extraordinary siatement ous to
stagger their credulity, but  conblirmutive
dispatchea were recoived lator, accompiniod
with the explanation that the Canadian mil-
lers despaired of getting supplios of Mani-
toba any other way. Montreal millers are
workivg on  Toledo wheat, It is quite
probuble that the Maniwoba clevator poople
started in the season with prices ton low to
attruct uny wheat, and that they were forced

to advanes their fivures before the farmers
would let go their grain. *It may
be o compulsory readjustment of

values to a proper  basis  rather thoan
an advance, in the usaul acceptation of the
torm,”” was the way a caoutious graimn mer-
chant explained the 8¢ jump,  In any event
the incident goes to show thut consumers of
Munitoba wheat realize that® the only way
they could hope to obtain immediate supplies
was to pay a good price for the grain.
Among the bearish influences at work were
the reflections on the llightness of the export
movement knd estimates of 2,000,000 bushels
